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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of Group 2 and Species 1 in the reply filed on 8/16/2010 is 
acknowledged. Election was made without traverse. Upon further review, the examiner has 
determined that it would not be an undue burden on the examiner to examine both Groups 1 and 

2. Therefore, the examiner has rejoined Group 1 and 2. Claims 6-11 and 18-20 are withdrawn 
from fiirther consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected 
invention. 

Specification 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the abstract must be limited to a 
single paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the 
abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer 
tape used by the printer is limited. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102/103 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this OfRce action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1-5 and 12-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over USPN 6,341,504 to Istook. 

Istook discloses a woven/knitted fabric comprising a conductive fiber and a non- 
conductive fiber, wherein the woven/knitted fabric has a woven structure or a knitted structure of 
said non-conductive fiber and a continuous wiring forming a coil of the conductive fiber (see 
entire document including Figures and column 3, line 53 to column 5, line 6). 

In the event that it is shown that the applied prior art does not disclose the claimed 
embodiment with sufficient specificity, the invention is obvious because the prior art specifically 
discloses the claimed constituents. 

Claims 2 and 15, the coil is formed in the woven structure or the knitted structure by 
weaving or knitting the conductive fiber by a weaving machine or a knitting machine (column 2, 
lines 33-47). 

Claims 3,12 and 16, at least a portion of the non-conductive fiber is a fiisible yam 
(column 2, lines 9-32). 

Claims 4, 13, 14 and 17, the conductive fiber is a copper wire (column 2, lines 33-47). 
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Claims 5 and 15-17, the product disclosed by Istook could inherently be used as a 
diaphragm for a speaker. A recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in 
a structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably 
distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of 
performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. 

The Patent and Trademark Office can require applicants to prove that prior art products 
do not necessarily or inherently possess characteristics of claimed products where claimed and 
prior art products are identical or substantially identical, or are produced by identical or 
substantially identical processes; burden of proof is on applicants where rejection based on 
inherency under 35 U.S.C. § 102 or on prima facie obviousness under 35 U.S.C. § 103, jointly 
or alternatively, and Patent and Trademark Office's inability to manufacture products or to 
obtain and compare prior art products evidences faimess of this rejection. In re Best, Bolton, and 
Shaw, 195 USPQ 431 (CCPA 1977).
